The Student Body

admissions to over 400 students comprising 49 nationalities and another over 100 students 
who have registered but are at various stages of the admission cycle. Some grades are 
already waitlisted to ensure that our classes do not 
exceed between 15 and 24 students each in the 
first year.

To ensure that all students can cope with the rigor

have marginally revised the calendar to ensure that

Uniform Policy 

In order to maintain and improve the quality of school dress, parents are requested to help 
the School to make sure all students are properly attired when coming to school. The 
message that we are trying to convey is that students, just like adults, when going to work, 
dress accordingly. The School will be taking a strict approach to uniforms throughout the 
academic year. All items of school uniform must be clearly labelled. 


School Uniform, for Grades Nursery to 2, is: 
BOYS: Nursery to Grade 2 - Regulation plaid shorts and blue shirt. Boys should wear white 
socks and black leather shoes. 


GIRLS: Nursery - Grade 2 - Regulation plaid tunic and blue blouse. Girls should wear white 
socks and black leather shoes. 


School Uniform, for Grades 3 to 5, is 
Boys: Regulation navy shorts or trousers and blue shirt. Boys should wear white socks and 
black leather shoes. 


Girls: Regulation navy skirt, culottes, trousers, and blue blouse. Girls should wear white socks 
and black leather shoes. Preferably, if girls require a hair band or ponytails, it should be 
from the same material as the uniform. 


School Uniform, for Grades 6 -10 is: 
BOYS: Regulation navy shorts or trousers and blue shirt. Boys should wear white socks and 
black leather shoes. 


GIRLS: Regulation navy skirt or trousers and blue blouse. Girls should wear white socks and 
black leather shoes. 


School Uniform common to all Grades is: 

FOOTWEAR: Black Leather Shoes. NO ankle-high trainers or boots, and NO black soles. 
Leather shoes provide support for growing feet and are recommended to allow feet to 
breathe. 


P. E: White Sports Polo shirt with the School Logo and blue shorts with red stripes, is 
available for girls and boys. There is a choice of shorts or tracksuit pants and top, for the 
cooler months. Students must wear trainers for all sports, and it is important that these 
have 'non - marking soles,’ this is particularly necessary when using the Sports Hall. 


HOUSE T-SHIRTS: 
House T-Shirts will also be available in Green, Red, Yellow, and Blue. These T-shirts are worn 


for specific in-house sports activities. 


CAP: It is compulsory for all students to wear a cap whilst playing in the direct sunlight. 


Transport
